WHEREAS, Mr. Nardulli always remained loyal to his

neighborhood around Grand and Ogden Avenues on Chicago's Near

Northwest Side, which he considered home, to his friends and

family, and to the city's Democratic organization; and

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Nardulli; and his many nieces, nephews and friends; he was
